Confirmed case of a mosquito borne virus in Anderson County

There is confirmed case 
of Chikungunya, a mos¬ 
quito borne virus, in Ander¬ 
son County, according to the 
Anderson County Health 
Department. 

The sample was released 
by the Center for Disease Con¬ 
trol and Prevention and con¬ 
firmed to be the first case of 
Chikungunya statewide Tues¬ 
day morning. An Anderson 


County resident who recent¬ 
ly traveled to the Caribbean 
reportedly contracted the 
virus. 

According to the CDC, 
Chikungunya, also known as 
CHIKV, was first found last 
year in the Caribbean. Symp¬ 
toms of this virus include 
fever, headache, joint pain, 
muscle pain, joint swelling 
and rash. 

Lesia D. Chaffins, regional 
epidemiologist, said in press 
release that though there is 


no vaccine currently for this 
virus, it only carries an imme¬ 
diate risk for local residents 
who plan to travel to a region 
where the CHIKV virus is 
present. Areas where the 
CHIKV virus has been found 
include Africa, Asia and the 
Caribbean. Locally, mosqui¬ 
toes do not carry the CHIKV- 
virus, and Chaffins said the 
virus cannot be spread from 
person to person. 

Chaffins issued the follow¬ 
ing tips to travelers: 


•Wear long sleeves and 
pants. 

•Install secure screens to 
windows and doors to keep 
mosquitoes out. 

•Use an insect repellent. 

•Stay indoors with air con¬ 
ditioning. 

•Keep water barrels, cis¬ 
terns and water tanks covered 
with a lid. 

• Empty standing water 
in old tires, tin cans, bottles, 
trays, etc. 

•Clean out clogged gutters 


and flat roofs where water 
may have settled. 

•Change water frequently 
in pet water dishes, bird baths 
and plant trays. 

■Trim weeds and tall grass¬ 
es, where mosquitoes seek 
shade on hot days.

Kentucky Chamber study shows slow job recovery since recession 


Locally, AC keeps overall 
good job retention levels

A recent Kentucky Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce study 
tracked the sluggish job recov¬ 
ery after the 2007-2009 reces¬ 
sion but locally unemploy¬ 
ment fairs better than state 
and national averages. 

The study found that a 
total of 104,000 jobs were lost 
statewide in the last recession. 
Since July 2009, the study 
noted that statewide a net of 


65,000 have been added since 
March 2014. 

Locally, according to the 
most recent unemployment 
data compiled by Kentucky 
Education and Workforce 
Development Cabinet, Ander¬ 
son County’s April unemploy¬ 
ment rate was 6.2 percent, 
which was down slightly 
from the April 2013 unem¬ 
ployment rate of 6.5 percent. 
This is lower than the state 
unemployment average of 
7.7 percent and just under the 
U.S. seasonally adjusted jobless 
rate of about 6.3 percent. 

According to the cham¬ 
ber of commerce study, three

industries with major decreas¬ 
es in employment over the 
last five years were construc¬ 
tion, coal mining and personal 
devices. 

There were seven indus¬ 
tries that reportedly account¬ 
ed for almost all of Kentucky’s 


job growth since 2009 were 
employment services, primar¬ 
ily temporary job services, 
auto equipment manufactur¬ 
ing, state government edu¬ 
cational services, primarily, 
public colleges and universi¬ 
ties, restaurants, ambulatory 


health care, nursing and resi¬ 
dential care and transporta¬ 
tion and warehousing. 

The economic study cited 
that the auto equipment man¬ 
ufacturing growth as a pos¬ 
sible sign of growth: “The job 
growth in the motor vehicles 
industry is the best news, 
since these firms drive growth 
in other industries, and they 
tend to pay above aver¬ 
age wages. Most of the other 
growth sectors are local ser¬ 
vice industries that ebb and 
flow with the population.” 

Locally, the Kentucky Cabi¬

Fiscal court budget in 'good shape' 


Contract with SCDC 
renewed, prevalence 
of heroin discussed

The Anderson Coun¬ 
ty Fiscal Court budget 
progress report present¬ 
ed Tuesday of last week 
shows the budget is in 
“good shape,” accord¬ 
ing to Treasurer Dudley 
Shryock. 

Most of the fiscal court 
funds have significantly 
more revenue than origi¬ 
nally budgeted for the 
July 2013-June 2014 bud¬ 
get. The total expenses 
as of July through May 
were at $7,332,647.79, a 
total of $1,032,978.21 less 
spent than originally 
budgeted. 

Some of the funds 
include: 

•The EMS fund has a 
total of $94,217.39 more 
than originally budget¬ 
ed. 

•The Capital Out¬ 
lay Fund, designed to 
receive the Insurance 
Premium Tax, has a total 
of $108,650.95 more than 
originally budgeted. 

•The Road Fund has a 
total of $40,718.04 more 
than originally budget¬ 
ed. 

•The Solid Waste 
Recycling Program has 
$14,384.86 more than 
originally budgeted, and 
they recently received 
a recycling grant for 
$37,072.70. 

The county currently 
receives an LGEA Coal 
Impact and Mineral Sev¬ 


erance Tax Funds. Fiscal 
Court received $14,662.60 
less than budgeted for 
the LGEA Coal Impact 
Fund. 

Shryock said he 
expects to receive less, 
if any, of those funds in 
the future because Coal 
counties have been hit 
pretty hard by U.S. Envi¬ 
ronmental Protection 
Agency regulations, and 
the Kentucky legislature 
has changed the fund¬ 
ing mechanism to try to 
assist the counties most 
affected. 

Shryock said the 
most difficult elements 
to balancing the bud¬ 
get are fringe benefits, 
particularly retirement 
and health insurance, 
jail costs and restricted 
purpose funds, such as 
the Land 911, Cell 911 and 
Road Funds. 

“Increases are beyond 
the control of the Fiscal 
Court. Unfunded man¬ 
dates are handed down 
from state and federal 
governments and certain 
grants come with strings 
attached,” he said. 

Fiscal Court has paid 
out a total of $1,441,627,53 
in fringe benefits since 
May, which is $38,587.53 
more than originally 
budgeted. 

“I credit good man¬ 
agement as the reason 
our budget looks this 
successful; it is not this 
way in all 120 counties. 
We are more blessed 
than most because we 
do not spend more than 
we take in,” Shryock 
said. “We budget con¬ 
servatively because it is 
relatively easy to spend 


extra funds, but it is very 
difficult to cut spending 
that departments have 
already allocated.” 

In other news, fis¬ 
cal court approved to 
renew a one-year lease 
with the Shelby County 
Detention Center. The 
term of the lease will be 
July 1 through June 30, 
2015. The Shelby Coun¬ 
ty Detention Center 
charges $29 per day per 
inmate. 

Jailer Joani Clark’s 
monthly report included 
the expense for hous¬ 
ing Anderson County 
inmates in the Shelby 
County Detention Cen¬ 
ter, which was $56,236.96 
in May. 

Clark said the preva¬ 
lence of more serious 
crimes and fewer mis¬ 
demeanors are driving 
up the cost to house 
inmates. Primarily she 
said she sees trafficking 
and possession of a con¬ 
trolled substance, which 
these days is mostly 
heroin. She said drug 
paraphernalia charges 
are common and are 
usually, spoons, syringes 
or straws used with the 
drugs. 

“We have a lot more 
theft charges and bur¬ 
glary charges than in the 
past years. This is usual¬ 
ly stealing to get money 
for drugs or to exchange 
merchandise for drugs,” 
Clark said. 

Despite the preva¬ 
lence drug related 
charges, the jail fund 
had $99,726.87 through 
May, which is $6,226.87 
more than originally 
budgeted.

Why animal lovers should think twice about helping on the highway 


Emma Czornobaj, a Quebec 
native and self-professed ani¬ 
mal lover, was found guilty 
Friday on two counts of crimi¬ 
nal negligence for allegedly 
causing a crash that killed two 
people after stopping in the 
middle of a highway to rescue 
ducklings in 2010. 

According to buzzfeed.com, 
motorcyclist Andre Roy and 
his daughter Jessie slammed 
into Czornobaj’s parked car 
while she stopped on a high¬ 
way to save ducklings when 
she did not see their mother.

Marc Labelle, Czorno¬

Worse yet, Pauline Volika- 
kis, Roy’s wife, was riding her 
motorcycle behind them and 
witnessed the horrific event. 


I can’t say what Czornobaj 
did was tantamount to know¬ 
ingly harming others by driv¬ 
ing while under the influence 
of drugs or alcohol. I’m not 
sure what the proper sen¬ 
tence is in this case, maybe 
permanently taking Czorno¬ 
baj’s license and a lesser prison 
sentence. 

How can a 16-year-old teen 
in Dallas get no jail time for 
driving while intoxicated 
and killing four people last 
year because he apparently 
suffered from “Affluenza,” a 
condition where his family is 
basically so obscenely rich he 
doesn’t understand the conse¬ 


quences of his actions? Yet a 
25-year-old attempting to do a 
good thing is sentenced to pos¬ 
sibly 14 years in prison. 

Oddly enough, there was no 
medical diagnosis of Czorno¬ 
baj suffering from “empath- 
ia,” my made-up diagnosis 
for people who feel the over¬ 
whelming urge to help others.

Make it a routine dis¬ 
cussion when all family 
members arrive at the 
established age. 

Discuss how your 
family could help a par¬ 
ent, spouse, sibling or 
child who wasn’t able to 
safely drive. Start a con¬ 
versation about unsafe 
driving. 

It’s more than vision 


problems. Memory 
issues, critical health 
issues and physical limi¬ 
tations are also concerns. 
What would scare you 
if you were riding with 
someone? Try to move 
the discussion to some 
written agreements 
about what we will do 
when this happens. 

Revisiting the agree¬ 
ment in another 5 years 
will remind everyone 
that the family is being 
supportive. Early dis¬ 


cussions about unsafe 
driving help the family 
brainstorm solutions to 
alternative transporta¬ 
tion and make prelimi¬ 
nary plans. 

What alternatives 
could you plan for trans¬ 
portation? These discus¬ 
sions can help ease an 
older person’s mind. 

Some questions to ask 
during these conversa¬ 
tions include: 

•What will change 
in your life if you can’t 


drive anymore? 

•How can we keep you 
driving for as long as pos¬ 
sible? 

It’s important that 
older adults (or a driver 
of any age who becomes 
less capable of safe driv¬ 
ing) recognize the poten¬ 
tial harm to themselves 
as well as to others on 
the roads and sidewalks.

While I love my morn¬ 
ing wake up calls from 
my feathered friends, 
the sounds of the eve¬ 
ning soothe me like no 
other.

you. 

As the light grows 
dimmer, what look 
like sparks of fire float 
through the air, hence 
the term fireflies. Light¬ 
ening bugs travel among 
the darkness like danc¬ 


ers on a stage. 

Would it ruin the 
magic if I told you they 
were beetles? They are, 
actually. 

There are more than 
2,000 different species 


of fireflies, and they 
all have dedicated light 
organs under their 
abdomens. They take 
in oxygen, which com¬ 
bines with a substance 
called luciferin, to pro¬ 
duce light with almost 
no heat. 

Scientists don’t know 
how the little critters 
turn their lights on and 
off, but they do know 
that each species has its 
own light pattern. All 
serve to attract mates 
and warn predators. 

Females lay their eggs 
in the ground, where the 
larvae develop to adult¬ 
hood. All the more rea¬ 
son to be careful of what 
you spray or lay onto 
your soil. 

The larvae feed on 
worms and slugs, but the 
adults feed on nectar or 


pollen, if they eat at all. 

Of course they aren’t 
the only things feeding 
on nectar and pollen. I’m 
sure the bees have been 
enjoying this bumper of 
crop of clover we’re hav¬ 
ing this year. 

That ought to make 
this season’s honey crop 
all the sweeter. 

Honeybees are actu¬ 
ally quite gentle. They 
are far too busy to pay 
much attention to us. 

Bees visit flowers to 
drink as much nectar as 
they can hold and then 
head back to the hive 
to “pass” it on to anoth¬ 
er worker. The other 
worker holds it on his 
tongue until the water 
evaporates, leaving only 
honey, then deposits it in 
the hive. 

Over the winter, the 


stored honey is their 
food supermarket, last¬ 
ing them until spring 
brings color back to the 
world. 

Here’s a little known 
trivia fact for your next 
outdoor gathering. Hon¬ 
eybees can’t see red! 

A nice little fact to 
know if you plan on 
planting bright flow¬ 
ers around your house’s 
doors and windows. 

While the bee dives 
into the flower to retrieve 
the nectar, pollen is col¬ 
lected and stored in little 
pollen baskets located 
on their hind legs. So, 
though the bee is tak¬ 
ing nectar away, it is also 
gathering and spreading 
pollen, from flower to 
flower. 

This pollination 
causes the flower to 


eventually drop off and 
fruit with seeds to form. 
The seeds then either 
begin a new plant or get 
eaten by some other liv¬ 
ing thing. 

What a perfect cycle 
of life and a simple 
reminder to be gentle 
with everything you use 
outside, because it’s not 
only the flower that gets 
treated. 

Now get out there 
and admire all those 
blossoms in the garden. 
Remember the fruits 
that form will soon be 
feeding you! 

Just be sure to fin¬ 
ish the day in a leisure¬ 
ly way. Let the stress 
go down with the sun. 
When the fireflies come 
up, so will your smiles.

Corn earworm can present a serious risk to several crops 


Corn earworms can be 
a serious pest of a num¬ 
ber of crops, including 
sweet corn, tomatoes 
(a.k.a. tomato fruit- 
worm), field corn and 
soybeans (a.k.a. soybean 
podworm). 

In years following 
a mild winter, we can 
have high levels of corn 
earworm that are able 
to survive in our soils as 
immatures. The result 
can be high populations 
early in the year. 

However, this past 
winter we did not have 
a mild winter due to 


the Polar 
Vortex. So, 
overwinter¬ 
ing survival 
of corn ear-

tions will rebound this 
summer when corn ear- 
worm moths migrate 
from Gulf States carried 
on weather systems com¬ 
ing up from the South. 

Generally, when pro¬ 


ducers plant sweet corn 
early, they have a much 
lower risk of corn ear- 
worm attack, particular¬ 
ly when following a cold 
winter. 

However, June-plant¬ 
ed sweet corn is at a 
much higher risk of corn 
earworm attack. The key 
period of attack is during 
silking and the silks are 
fresh. 

The fresh silks pro¬ 
duce volatile chemicals 
that attract the female 
moths. After the silks 
dry, plants are not as 
attractive for egg laying. 


Determining Corn Ear- 
worm Risk 

So how do we deter¬ 
mine the risk of corn 
earworm egg laying and 
the need to insecticide 
sprays? 

It is through phero¬ 
mone trapping. We use 
pheromone traps to cap¬ 
ture corn earworm male 
moths, which give us an 
idea of population levels 
in the area. 

During silking, if we 
capture up to 10 moths 
per week, we would 
spray every five days 


until the silks dry. If we 
capture up to 350 moths 
per week we treat every 
four days, and over 350 
moths we treat every 
three days. 


Reducing Corn Earworm 
Risk 

Producers also have 
several types of Bt sweet 
corn to help lower the 
risk of damage due to 
corn earworm. 

They are sold as Attri¬ 
bute sweet corn, Per¬ 
formance sweet corn or 
Attribute II sweet corn. 

Each of these has dif¬ 


ferent types of Bt genes, 
providing varying levels 
of control of corn ear- 
worm and other pests. Bt 
sweet corn does not elim¬ 
inate the need for insec¬ 
ticide sprays always, but 
does reduce the risk.

KSP warns public about leaving children in hot cars 


Since 1998, there have been 
615 heatstroke deaths of 
children left in vehicles 

The Kentucky State Police 
remind parents not to leave 
a child alone in a hot car as 
temperatures in the Bluegrass 
are on the rise. 

It may seem like common 
sense, but every year law 
enforcement agencies answer 
calls about unattended chil¬ 
dren in vehicles. The National 
Safety Council reports that 
nine children have already 
died in 2014 from being left in 
hot cars across the U.S. 


An ongoing study by San 
Francisco State University 
estimates that since 1998, 
there have been 615 heat¬ 
stroke deaths of children left 
in vehicles, an average of 38 
deaths per year. 

Most of those deaths were 
children under the age of 2 
years. 

In 2000, Kentucky passed 
“Bryan’s Law,” which makes 
a person liable for second- 
degree manslaughter or first- 
degree wanton endangerment 
for leaving a child younger 
than 8 years old in a motor 
vehicle where circumstances 
pose a grave risk of death. 

The law was named after 
U-month old Bryan Puckett, 


who died July 13, 1999 after 
being left in a hot car by his 
babysitter. 

KSP spokesman Sgt. 
Michael Webb says most peo¬ 
ple know the dangers of leav¬ 
ing a child in a hot car, but 
each year these senseless trag¬ 
edies continue to occur. 

“A child’s body heats up 
three to five times faster than 
that of an adult,” says Webb. 
“The temperature inside a 
car can rise 19 degrees in 10 
minutes. Together, this can be 
deadly in a very short period 
of time.” 

Kentucky’s last reported 
death from a child being left 
in a car was during 2012 in 
Louisville. The NSC reports 


that 44 children died last year 
from vehicular heatstroke in 
the U.S. 

Webb offers the following 
safety tips: 

•Never leave a child in an 
unattended car, even with the 
windows down. 

•Be sure that all occu¬ 
pants leave the vehicle when 
unloading. Don’t overlook 
sleeping babies. 

•Always lock your car. If a 
child is missing, check the car 
first, including the trunk. 

Teach your children that 
vehicles are never to be used 
as a play area. 

•Keep a stuffed animal in 
the car seat and when the 
child is put in the seat place 


the animal in the front with 
the driver as a reminder. 

•Place your purse or brief¬ 
case in the back seat as a 
reminder that you have your 
child in the car. 

•Make ‘look before you 
leave’ a routine whenever you 
get out of the car. 

Webb says while a person 
will face criminal charges for 
leaving a child in a car, the 
pain and guilt from making 
such a mistake will last far 
longer. 

KSP asks citizens to keep 
an eye out for children left 
in vehicles on hot days and to 
call 911 if they think the occu¬ 
pant is in danger.

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Decision proves cultural norm of moving away from God 


As I read a friend’s 
Twitter update, there 
was an unsettling feel¬ 
ing in my stomach: “the 
General Assembly of the 
Presbyterian Church, 
USA has approved same- 
sex marriages.” 

Afterwards, the 
unsettled feeling turned 
to disappointment fol¬ 
lowed by frustration. 

The frustration gave 
way to sadness over the 
further abandoning of 
some two thousand years 
of conviction about what 
Scripture says concern¬ 
ing marriage and family. 

This conviction has 
long since been aban¬ 
doned by society but it 
is still upheld by many 
of us who identify our¬ 
selves as being under the 
authority of the Word of 
God, an authority that is 
not subject to change by 


the vote of 
a general 
assembly, 
synod or 
conven¬ 
tion. 

Being 
the design¬ 
er, God is 
the final 
author¬ 
ity on the 
definition 
of marriage. 

This definition is 
found in Genesis 2:24: 
“Therefore a man shall 
leave his father and his 
mother and hold fast to 
his wife, and they shall 
become one flesh.” 

These words serve as 
the foundational decla¬ 
ration on the nature and 
function of marriage. 
God, in his wisdom, “cre¬ 
ated them male and 
female” (Genesis 1:27). 


This complementary 
relationship of man and 
woman reflects the God- 
ordained differences of 
form and function that 
make us unique. 

Our gender identity is 
not a social construct; it 
is not malleable. And just 
as God created us male 
and female, he created 
marriage as the union 
between a man and a 
woman, to celebrate the 
complementary diver¬ 
sity. 

This, like gender, is 
not up for societal inter¬ 
pretation. 

When Jesus was faced 
with a question concern¬ 
ing the proper grounds 
for divorce, he went to 
Genesis 2:24 to support 
his case for the perma¬ 
nence of marriage: “Have 
you not read that he who 
created them from the 


beginning made them 
male and female, and 
said, ‘Therefore a man 
shall leave his father 
and his mother and hold 
fast to his wife, and the 
two shall become one 
flesh? So they are no 
longer two but one flesh. 
What therefore God has 
joined together, let not 
man separate” (Matthew 
19:4-6). 

For Jesus, the issue is 
not for what reason can 
I get a divorce but why 
I should remain married 
to my wife. Since God 
designed marriage, he 
defines its essence and 
its extent and neither is 
up for redefinition. 

So when the General 
Assembly of the Pres¬ 
byterian Church, USA, 
meeting in Detroit, Mich. 
June 19 voted by a mar¬ 
gin of 76 to 24 percent 


to allow their clergy to 
perform same-sex wed¬ 
dings in the states where 
it is legal to do so, they 
also began the move 
toward changing their 
church’s definition of 
marriage contained in 
their Book of Order from 
being between “a man 
and a woman” to being 
between “two people.” 

The alteration is a 
necessary one in order 
to shore up what is being 
seen by LGBT activists 
within their denomi¬ 
nation as a necessary 
“brand change”; others 
see it as an unbiblical 
action that will cause 
further defection of con¬ 
servative-leaning con¬ 
gregations. 

To be sure, the vote 
signals changes that are 
being made at the cost 
of biblical standards of 


truth. 

Essentially, what 
this vote indicates is 
the break-neck speed 
at which our culture is 
moving further away 
from its moral center. 

Marriage was 

designed to reflect the 
glory of God and propa¬ 
gate the good of human¬ 
ity long before the 
church existed and it is 
still the primary means 
of benefitting soci¬ 
ety even as the church 
seeks to spread the glory 
of God throughout the 
earth. 

Once a church or 
denomination capitu¬ 
lates on the biblical 
truth of marriage they 
have surrendered, not 
only a living illustra¬ 
tion of the gospel; they 
have forfeited the gospel 
itself.

ment showed the manu¬ 
facturing industry as 
the chief employer in 
Anderson County. 

The top five employ¬ 
ing agents in the county 
are General Cable with 
257 employees, Flor¬ 
ida Tile Inc. with 195 
employees, YKK Snap 
Fasteners America Inc. 
with 145 employees, 
Wild Turkey Distillery 
with 123 employees and 
Four Roses Distillery 
LLC with 95 employees. 

“In the big picture 
Anderson County has 
retained the number 
of jobs in the commu¬ 
nity and hovered around 
similar unemployment 
averages,” said George 
Leamon, executive direc¬ 
tor of the Lawrence- 
burg-Anderson County 
Economic Development 
Authority. “We are lucky 
we survived that storm 
(the economic recession) 
very well.” 

Leamon said in the 
next few weeks LACE- 
DA will have a strategic 
planning process to find 
methods to continue to 
support job growth with 
a special focus on entre¬ 
preneurs. 

Statewide unemploy¬ 
ment data compiled by 
the Kentucky Education 
and Workforce Develop¬ 
ment Cabinet for May 
was released on Thurs¬ 
day, but the county wide 
breakdowns have not 
yet been released. 

The statewide 
employment data seems 
to support the Kentucky 
Chamber of Commerce 
study findings. The sec¬ 
tors with the largest 
growth in the study such 
as the transportation 
industry and temporary 
employment services 
continue to grow. 

Differing from the 
study, there was a posi¬ 
tive sign of growth for 
the coal mining and log¬ 
ging industry for first 


time in a year, gaining 
200 positions in May. 

Kentucky’s trade, 
transportation and utili¬ 
ties sector gained 500 
jobs in May. Since May 
2013, the industry has a 
gained 1,900 jobs. 

The trade, transporta¬ 
tion and utilities sector 
remains Kentucky’s larg¬ 
est sector with 371,600, 
accounting for about 
20 percent of nonfarm 
employment. 

Some other noted sig¬ 
nificant industries with 
job growth in May were 
the following: 

■ The leisure and hos¬ 
pitality sector jumped by 
3,800 jobs in May 2014. 
Since May 2013, the sec¬ 
tor has gained 7,300 posi¬ 
tions. 

■ The professional and 
business services sector 
grew 2,800 jobs. Since 
May 2013, the sector has 
gained 4,100 positions. 

•The government 
sector which includes 
public education, public 
administration agencies 
and state-owned hospi¬ 
tals, rose by 400 jobs. The 
sector had 3,300 more 
positions compared to 
May 2013. 

•The manufacturing 
sector grew by 200 in 
May. This sector has lost 
700 jobs since May 2013. 

•The coal mining and 
logging sector rose by 
200 positions in May. 
Since May 2013 this sec¬ 
tor increased by 200 posi¬ 
tions. 

“Job growth remains 
strong in the area of 
durable goods, espe¬ 
cially for motor vehicle 
and parts. However, in 
the area of nondurable 


goods, which includes 
food processing as well 
as plastics and petro¬ 
leum products, there has 
been a drop,” said Manoj 
Shanker, economist with 
Office of Employment 
and Training, which is 
an agency of the Ken¬ 
tucky Education and 
Workforce Development 
Cabinet. 

Industries with signif¬ 
icant decreases in May: 

■The information 
sector, which includes 
publishing, software 
publishing, motion pic¬ 
tures broadcasting and 
telecommunications, 
decreased by 100 posi¬ 
tions in May. This sector 
has decreased by a total 
of 300 positions since last 
year. 

■The financial activi¬ 
ties sector, which 
includes businesses 
involved in finance, 
insurance, real estate 
and property leasing, 
lost 600 positions. This 
sector has decreased by 
2,800 since last year. 

•The construction sec¬ 
tor decreased by 1,000 
positions. This sector has 
decreased by 500 jobs 
since last year. 

“The month-to- 
month gain came princi¬ 
pally from the subsector 
associated with tempo¬ 
rary employment ser¬ 
vices with the addition 
of 2,900 positions,” said 
Shanker. “The strong 
uptick in nonfarm 
employment and the sta¬ 
ble unemployment rate 
are both signs of steady 
and sustainable econom¬ 
ic growth.”

oday, June 25, is that day many 
high school coaches have had 
circled on their 
calendars since, oh, 
about this time last year. 

Vacation time! 

OK, it’s the start of 
the dead period, man¬ 
dated by the Kentucky 
High School Athletic 
Association. 

From now until July 
9, high school athletic 
programs in the state are 
shut down, for all practical purposes. 
Athletes are off limits to coaches, 
school facilities are off limits to kids, 
for the most part, and it is just a good 
time for everyone to take the break 
for which the rule was enacted. 

And, even though the last state 
champions - Scott County soft- 
ball and St. Xavier baseball - were 
crowned back on June 7, it is kind of 
a transition time from one scholastic 
sports year to another. 

With that, it’s also time to look 
back on a banner year in Anderson 
County sports and speculate on what 
lies ahead. 

Overall, there could be a good 
argument that the 2013-2014 school 
year was the best ever in Anderson 
County sports. Now, before someone 
goes haywire, let it be said that 2008 
and 2009 were great ones and when 
you go back over the years, there 
were others. 

Many veteran fans will point to 
1963-64 when the Anderson football 
team was one of the state’s best in 
those days long before the expanded 
playoffs and the girls’ track team won 
a state championship. It remains the 
only state high school title in Ander¬ 
son County history. 

But the bottom line is that in 2013- 
14, Anderson County teams won three 
regional championships: football, 
girls’ basketball and softball. As far 
as I can tell, that feat is unmatched in 
the history of the school. 

The boys’ golf team was also a 
regional runner-up and the baseball 
team might have been a rainout or 
one key hit from not only winning 
the region, but going deep into the 
state tournament. 

Even with the great year, there 
were countless “what-ifs.” What if 
the football team had been able to 
contain Pulaski County quarterback 
Riley Hall on a fourth-and-13 situa¬ 
tion? He ran for 20 yards, then threw 
a touchdown pass with 46 seconds to 
play, giving Pulaski a 20-17 win over 
the Bearcats in the state semifinals. 

What if Anderson girls’ basketball 
had gotten any other draw at the 
state tournament. The Lady Bearcats 
did advance to the second round, 
but ran into a match-up nightmare 
against top-ranked Elizabethtown. 

What if lightning had not suspend¬ 
ed the semi-final round of the Eighth 
Region Baseball Tournament? Simon 
Kenton would have been without its 
ace, Sean Lawrence, for the regional 
final. Instead, he came back after the 
delay and held the Bearcats in check. 
Would Anderson have beaten Simon 
Kenton and gone on the same run to 
the state finals like the Pioneers did? 

It was a fantastic year but was only 
a handful of key plays from jumping 
into the realm of the incredible. I just 
hope those kids who were involved, 
even if that involvement was limited 
to fandom, will look back 10 years 
from now and realize just how special 
the just completed year was. 

What about 2014-15? 

For starters, I am not going to pre¬ 
dict it will be better. Just like Ander¬ 
son was a play or two here or there 
from even more accolades, the teams 
were a play or two away from see¬ 
ing the season end earlier in several 
sports, so enjoy the memory. 

Looking ahead, the upcoming year 
could another one for the scrapbooks. 

Anderson football will be replac¬ 
ing some key seniors but still has 
more talent returning than any other 
team in its region. Anderson basket¬ 
ball teams, both boys and girls, should 
be among the teams with legitimate 
shots at regional titles. 

Anderson baseball should be 
strong and it is not inconceivable to 
think Lady Bearcat softball will be 
among the state’s Top 10 come next 
March. 

It could be that 2014-15 will be 
even better than the just completed 
school year. 

And that is another reason to put 
your team’s dates on your calendar.

Birdwhistell lands job of his dreams 


New Lady Cat hoops coach 
promises team will give all

It was somehow fitting that the call 
came when Clay Birdwhistell was at 
basketball camp. 

And he was alone. 

An assistant girls’ basketball coach 
at Anderson County High School 
since 2006, Birdwhistell was officially 
offered the promotion to head coach 
last Tuesday while the Lady Bearcats 
were participating in a summer camp 
at Campbellsville University. 

When the call came from athletic 
director Rick Sallee, Birdwhistell was 
alone in his dorm room. It was eerily 
symbolic. Now, as head coach, Bird¬ 
whistell stands alone with the full 
responsibility of running a program 
that has been among Kentucky’s best 
over the last five years. 


“It was 6:48, Tuesday night,” Bird¬ 
whistell said with a huge smile after 
he and the Lady Bearcats had returned 
from Campbellsville. 

But there was no celebratory dance. 
No fist pumps. Just time alone to 
reflect on the circuitous route Bird¬ 
whistell had taken to a dream he 
thought might never come true. 

When Tony Kays stepped down as 
head coach after 15 years, immediate 
speculation about his successor point¬ 
ed to Birdwhistell, the program’s top 
assistant coach during a run of three 
state tournament appearances in five 
seasons. However, the school kept its 
options open. The job was posted and, 
as predicted, drew substantial interest. 
Sallee could not reveal any names that 
applied, but did say there were some 
well-known coaches who submitted 
resumes. 

That unknown gnawed at Bird¬ 
whistell, who felt he had earned the 
chance to lead the program. 

But Sallee said the off-the-court 
dynamics quickly pared the list of 
qualified applicants. 


“We had many applicants but with 
no teaching position available, it cut 
those down,” Sallee said. 

And Birdwhistell had a huge advan¬ 
tage over anyone else who applied. 
“We chose someone that has a passion 
and understanding of the Anderson 
County way,” Sallee continued. “We 
just want to continue with our pro¬ 
gram in the same direction it has been 
successfully going under Coach Kays. 

“I kept thinking about something 
my grandfather used to say, ‘If it ain’t 
broke, don’t fix it.’” 

Birdwhistell has been around dur¬ 
ing a time when Anderson elevated 
its status from a good program that 
was a regional contender most years 
to the level it has enjoyed the last two 
years. Anderson has been ranked in 
the state’s Top 5 nearly every week 
since December of 2012. The Lady 
Bearcats made the state’s Final Four 
in 2013 and finished the season in the 
Elite Eight in the most recent season. 

“I tell the kids all the time when you

At the time, the words 
stung. More than a decade 
later, they might be the 
most important ones Kyle 
DeLong heard during his 
baseball career. 

“You’re not good enough.” 

DeLong still remembers 
the words, even though his 
playing career ended over a 
year ago. 

“I really don’t remem¬ 
ber who told me that but 
I was wanting to pitch and 
he told me I wasn’t good 
enough,” DeLong smiles. 
“When that happened was 
when I started working my 
tail off. I realized it was on 
me if I wanted to pitch.” 

The fairy tale ending 
would have DeLong, a left¬ 
hander who graduated 
from Centre College last 
month, turning those words 
into a career so mesmer¬ 
izing that he would have 
been selected in the major 
league draft, then head to 
the rookie leagues. 

Instead, the randomness 


of baseball and life itself 
saw DeLong’s career end 
during his junior year at 


Centre. Problems with his 
left shoulder were the cul¬ 
prit. 


“I tore some ligaments in 
my shoulder,” says DeLong, 
who opted not to have sur¬ 
gery. “It is a little better, but 
it still hurts some.” 

Just like at Anderson 
County, where he was a 
member of two regional 
championship teams, 
DeLong rode an unshakable 
work ethic to success. Over¬ 
coming the first-year jit¬ 
ters, DeLong had become a 
starter in conference games 
by the end of his freshman 
year and was one of the 
Colonels most dependable 
hurlers in his sophomore 
campaign of 2012. 

The shoulder woes limit¬ 
ed him to just a few innings 
in 2013 before DeLong gave 
up the pitching mound for 
slow-pitch softball, which 
he now plays in Lexington. 

Before the injury, there 
was little doubt that 
DeLong was “good enough.” 

And there can be little 
doubt that Kyle DeLong 
sees the four years he spent 
at Centre as more than good

The local travelling base¬

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The Coach Bird way won’t mean changes

Almost as soon as Tony Kays 
stepped down as girls’ basketball 
coach at Anderson County High 
School, the most-asked questions 
were two-fold. 

Who would be Kays’ replace¬ 
ment? 

And what kind of style will the 
Lady Bearcats play? 

It turns out neither should be 
a surprise. While the Anderson 
opening was undoubtedly attrac¬ 
tive, it would have been surpris¬ 
ing to most observers if anyone 
other than Clay Birdwhistell had 
been selected for the job. 

With Birdwhistell -@ACCoach- 
Bird on Twitter -- being a long¬ 
time assistant who had been 
instrumental in devising much of 
what the Lady Bearcats did offen¬ 
sively over the last few years, fans 
should not expect a major devia¬ 


tion from what they have been 
seeing. 

“High school coaching is dif¬ 
ferent than college coaching,” 
Birdwhistell says. “In college, you 
recruit to your system. In high 
school, you have to adapt to the 
players you have. 

“We will be grossly undersized,” 
says Birdwhistell, who will look 
to the 5-8 Kaci Currens, a junior 
slasher, to provide the only sem¬ 
blance of veteran size next year. 

The Lady Bearcats might live 
and die by the 3-point shot, with 
the only experienced returnees 
being guards. 

A die-hard Kentucky Wildcat 
fan, Birdwhistell says he likes the 
system John Calipari runs, but 
says with a laugh, “We won’t have 
what he has. I will steal some 
things from (UK women’s basket¬ 
ball coach) Matthew Mitchell.” 

He will also draw from anoth¬ 


er Kentucky coach, NBA ana¬ 
lyst Hubie Brown, who guided 
the Kentucky Colonels to the 
1975 ABA championship. “When 
I lived in Memphis, I had sea¬ 
son tickets to the Grizzlies’ games 
when he was coach there,” Bird¬ 
whistell says. “I made sure to 
always listen to his pre-game and 
post-game radio shows. You could 
learn so much.” 

Birdwhistell says his biggest 
influence in coaching has been 
his uncle, Jerry Davis, a long-time 
boys’ basketball coach at Ripley, 
Ohio. 

And, Birdwhistell says, he will 
draw some from Kays and from 
Anderson boys’ basketball coach 
Glen Drury 

“I can’t say exactly what we 
will do right now,” Birdwhistell 
says, “but I can promise you that 
you will see kids playing as hard 
as we can.”

Coach 
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have worked hard and 
have earned the right to 
win, it is a pretty sweet 
feeling,” Birdwhistell 
said. “I feel I have earned 
that right. I want to rep¬ 
resent the community 
and the school.” 

A member of the 
Anderson County Class 
of 1995, Birdwhistell 
had dreamed of coach¬ 
ing before matriculat¬ 
ing through the high 
school doors. His uncle, 
Jerry Davis, had a dis¬ 
tinguished career coach¬ 
ing hoops at Ripley High 
School in Ohio, and had 
introduced Birdwhistell 
to work on the bench. 

But while in high 
school, Birdwhistell 
abandoned his dream 
and gave up playing the 
game he loves. “I listened 
to some people I should 
not have listened to,” 
he said with a tone of 
reflection. “Now I have a 
second chance.” 

The director of youth 
services at the high 
school, Birdwhistell is 
about 15 hours short of 
the college degree in his¬ 
tory that he has been 
pursuing. “I got married 
young and with (his 
wife) Tracey going to 
school, I had to work.” 

The path led Bird¬ 
whistell to jobs as var-

ied as construction and it one year,” Birdwhistell 


working with the Dale 
Carnegie organization. 

However, the love 
for basketball never 
wavered. 

When he returned 
to Lawrenceburg, that 
unlikely path to the 
end of the bench sud¬ 
denly got a bit wider. 
Ken Fenwick, then the 
girls’ basketball coach at 
Anderson County Mid¬ 
dle School, had noticed 
Birdwhistell coaching in 
church league games. He 
offered a position help¬ 
ing out with the Lady 
Mustang program. 

“I told him I would do 


laughed. 

Three years later, 
Birdwhistell had taken 
over the middle school 
program and led the 
Lady Mustangs to the 
state championship. 

And he had begun 
working at the high 
school. He’s also been the 
driving force in develop¬ 
ing the Anderson Elite 
travel team program 
to further develop the 
Anderson County pro¬ 
gram. “I have coached 
at every level of this 
program,” Birdwhistell 
smiled. “I have coached 
the varsity in the sum¬ 


mer when I was in 
charge of the program. 
That was a valuable 
experience.” 

He says he has learned 
immensely from Kays. 
“Tony, for one, had to be 
very humble. He made it 
all about the kids,” Bird¬ 
whistell says, “and he 
brought in good help. 


“To give Wayne King 
the responsibilities he 
did, someone who had 
taken a boys’ team to the 
state tournament and 
has been successful in 
every way, showed Tony 
had no ego problem.” 

Birdwhistell adds 
that Anderson boys’ 
coach Glen Drury, 
who as a young coach 
saw Birdwhistell leave 
the program, has been 
extremely supportive. 
“I can’t say enough nice 
things about Glen,” Bird¬ 
whistell says. 

And in the recently 
completed school year, 
Birdwhistell joined 
the staff of Anderson 
softball coach Brent 
Aldridge. “Brent is a great 
head coach and (softball 
assistant) Shawn Black 
is a great person,” Bird¬ 
whistell says. “That was 
a great experience for 
me.” 

And that team made 
the state tournament 
too, prompting another 
big smile from the new 
basketball coach. “I have 
four regional champion¬ 
ships, too,” he said. 

For several years, 


Birdwhistell has been 
the equivalent of an 
offensive coordinator, 
calling the offensive sets 
as Anderson became one 
of the higher scoring 
teams in Kentucky. 

He’s not sure that 
will be the case in 
2014-15. Anderson is 
considered by some to 
be a threat to repeat 
as regional champs in 
March, despite losing the 
school’s all-time leading 
scorers, Eriel McKee and 
Makenzie Cann. 

“Right now, that’s all 
speculation,” says Bird¬ 
whistell, who added 
that the Lady Bearcats 
played well at Camp¬ 
bellsville, but the lack of 
size really hurt the team 
at times. “What you will 
see is kids who will play 
as hard as they can play,” 
Birdwhistell says. “Our 
team will be changing 
for the first time in six 
years. Our personnel 
demands we will need to 
change. Coaching at the 
high school level means 
you have to adjust to the 
talent you’ve got.”

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enough. He finished the 
rigorous curriculum 
in four years, tough 
enough even without 
the demands of college 
baseball. “I became very 
good at time manage¬ 
ment my freshman 
year,” he chuckles. “That 
was my toughest year. 
There were four or five 
hours of homework 
every night.” 

Then there was the 
off-season conditioning 
at a school that does not 
offer any kind of ath¬ 
letic financial aid. 

“Transitioning 
between high school 
and college was very 
tough,” he says. “I 
learned it was on you to 
be ready for the season.” 

And, those years at 
Centre were certainly 
eventful. 

During the fall of 
2012, Vice-President Joe 
Biden and his opponent 
in the election, Wiscon¬ 
sin congressman Paul 
Ryan, debated at Centre. 

“Our campus turned 
like a prison,” DeLong 
remembers. “There were 
concrete barriers up on 
campus. We had to wear 
lanyards with our stu¬ 
dent Ids on them. Cars 


weren’t allowed on cam¬ 
pus so we had to park at 
the Boyle County Fair¬ 
grounds. The school had 
a shuttle service. 

“If you left something 
in your car, you had to 
take that shuttle to the 
fairgrounds.” 

Then last year, the 
school got a scare when 
there was a triple-mur¬ 
der near campus, forc¬ 
ing the school to lock 
down until the suspect 
was apprehended. 

“The library workers 
came around and said, 
‘You can’t leave.’ Main 
Street was shut down.” 

But the experience 
did not deter DeLong, 
who has returned to 
Lawrenceburg while 
working as a summer 
intern with the Ken¬ 
tucky Teachers Retire¬ 
ment Systems. 

“I absolutely loved 
Danville,” he says. “It’s 
a small town and was 
named one of the top 
25 places in America to 
retire.” 

Not that DeLong is 
looking to retire any¬ 
time soon. He likes what 
he’s doing now with his 
degree in economics, but 
if full-time employment 
does not work out with 
the Teachers Retire¬ 
ment Systems, he will 
look at any other avail¬ 
able options. 


And he’d like to help 
kids with a dream. 

“I have thought 
about that and I would 
like to coach,” DeLong 
says. “I love helping kids 
through their struggles. 

I am still young and I 
can relate to them. 

“I would love to coach 
at the high school level 
even as a volunteer.” 

And Kyle DeLong 
believes he has a mes¬ 
sage for those kids who 
might think they can’t 
achieve their dreams. 

Back in Little League, 
he was not selected for 
the Anderson County 
All-Stars one year, 
though he was on the 
team as a 12-year-old. 

By the time he was a 
high school sophomore, 
DeLong was pitching for 
a regional champion¬ 
ship team. 

Two years later, he 
was an all-region per¬ 
former and was on his 
way to Centre. 

“I think I am a good 
example for kids, even if 
they are told they aren’t 
good enough to pitch.” 

And DeLong has one 
strong, heartfelt mes¬ 
sage. 

“I want to thank who 
told me I wasn’t good 
enough. That vaulted 
me to work harder and I 
realized it was on me to 
get better.”

Bats are beneficial, 
fun to watch 

I was sitting on the 
deck a few evenings ago 
and noticed the first 
bat activity of the year. 
Granted I haven’t been 
able to spend a lot of 
time outside recently 
without really suffer¬ 
ing for it due to some 
allergy issues but that’s 
a whole other thing I’ve 
dealt with for years and 
I know many people 
around these parts can 
sympathize. Anyway, 
we have a security light 
between the house and 
shop and I noticed sev¬ 
eral bats enjoying some 
supper just after the sun 
had disappeared behind 
the western ridges and 
tree line. 

I’m not sure what 
kind of bats they 
were but it’s amazing 
to watch their aerial 
acrobatics as they help 


rid our property of no 
telling how many mos¬ 
quitoes and other biting 
bugs. 

According to the 
Kentucky Department 
of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources website there 
are 15 different species 
of bats found in our 
state. All 15 species are 
insectivorous which 
means they only eat 
insects. And no, none 
of them actually drink 
blood. The vampire bat 
is the only bat that feeds 
on blood and you won’t 
find those in Kentucky. 

A common miscon¬ 
ception about bats is 
that they all have rabies. 
Not so. Bats are mam¬ 
mals and, like any other 
mammal, can contract 
and transmit rabies but 
at a rate of less than 
one-half of one percent. 

You may see bats 
around your place but 
not to worry. They are 
beneficial in ridding 
areas or at least helping 
to control insect popula¬ 
tions around your home. 
Plus their aerial acts 
are pretty enjoyable to 
watch while relaxing on 
the back porch at dusk.

Black bears typically not a 
threat to humans 

It is not “if” there will 
be a local black bear 
sighting but “when” will 
there be a black bear 
sighting in Anderson 
County. 

Kentucky’s black 
bear population con¬ 
tinues to increase so 
naturally the reported 
sightings continue to 
increase. There have 
been several document¬ 
ed sightings, pictures 
and videos of black 
bears in Kentucky 
with some within an 
hour’s drive of our 


county. Most are east 
and southeast due to 
most of the bears com¬ 
ing from the rougher 
mountain regions of the 
state. 

This time of year 
is especially common 
for sightings since it’s 
the time of year that 
young male bears leave 
“momma bear” and start 
roaming for a place to 
call their own territory. 
Most bears seen this 
time of year are the 
young males wonder¬ 
ing around exploring 
and enjoying their new 
found freedom much 
like a teenager just grad¬ 
uating from high school. 

Bears are curious but 
typically don’t enjoy a 
lot of human company. 
They have a very keen 


sense of smell which 
often times brings 
them into contact with 
humans due to the 
availability of food. 
Bears are opportunistic 
feeders and this and 
their sense of smell 
often lead them to gar¬ 
bage and trouble with 
humans. 

Typically black 
bears are not a threat 
to humans but are sim¬ 
ply living amongst us. 
In most places, we’ve 
encroached on their 
natural territory that 
prior to logging and 
unregulated hunting 
in the early 1900’s they 
thrived. Guess you 
might could say they 
are taking back part 
of the world God gave 
them to start with. 


Leave deer fawns alone! 

Every year I have 
people ask me about 
deer fawns, and what 
they should do if they 
find one. Leave it alone! 

Most fawns of white- 
tail deer are born during 
the month of June and 
into July. Nature knows 
what it’s doing so the 
best thing to do when 
finding fawns is leave 
them be. 

Usually what seems 
to be an abandoned 
babe is simple hiding 
or being hidden by the 
mother who is probably 
not far away keeping 
an eye on you. It’s all 
part of the survival plan 
nature has in place to 
help these little crea¬ 
tures hopefully make it 
to adulthood. 


Catfish plentiful in 
Anderson County 

Summer months in 
Kentucky are some of 
the best times to lay 
on the pond, river or 
lake bank and try your 
luck at catching some 
whisker fish. Growing 
up we spent many of 
days dragging these nice 
fish in for the next fish 
fry. We would move into 
nocturnal mode once 
the day time tempera¬ 
tures rose and fish at 
night in order to land 
our share. Channel cat¬ 
fish are probably the 
most common catfish in 
Kentucky and are actu¬ 
ally stocked occasion¬ 
ally by the Kentucky 
Department of Fish 
and Wildlife Resources 
into the local county 
park pond. Call them or 
check their website for 
stocking dates. 

Catfish can be caught 
using a variety of baits. 

I prefer natural baits 
like night crawlers or 
chicken livers but you 
can use chunks of hot 
dogs or store boat blood 
and stink baits to catch 
catfish. We’re blessed 
in Anderson County to 
have several excellent 
catfishing waters avail¬ 
able to us. Beaver Lake, 
Taylorsville Lake, Salt 
River and the Kentucky 
River all have excel¬ 
lent areas of fishing for 
whisker fish so get out 
and enjoy. 

Be sure and spool up 
your reel with some 
healthy line and a 
pretty stiff pole because 
these fish know how to 
put up a fight before 
being drug onto the 
bank or into the boat. 

Take a kid hunting or 
fishing soon! 

See ya outside! 


Catfish spawn brings hot fishing in Kentucky reservoirs 


Banks of Taylorsville Lake good spots for channels

Water temperatures 
are climbing into the 
upper 70s, sending chan¬ 
nel catfish to rocky 
banks in reservoirs to 
spawn. June is one of the 
most productive months 
to fish for them. 

“Channels like crev¬ 
ices to spawn such as 
rocky areas or stumpy 
areas,” said Gerry 
Buynak, assistant direc¬ 
tor of fisheries for Ken¬ 
tucky Fish and Wildlife. 
“They like protecting 
their eggs in those crev¬ 
ices. Catfish are suscep¬ 
tible to bank anglers.” 

You don’t need to 
spend a ton for good 
channel catfishing 
equipment. A 7- to 9-foot 
long medium-heavy to 
heavy power fiberglass 
spinning rod and match¬ 
ing reel spooled with 
20- to 30-pound abrasion 
resistant monofilament 
line will land most 
channel catfish. Many 
anglers use a half-ounce 
egg sinker on the main 
line above a barrel swiv¬ 
el with an 18-inch leader 


of 20-pound fluorocar¬ 
bon line. 

A 4/0 circle hook 
works wonders for this 
style of fishing as the 
catfish can take the bait 
for a long time without 
fear of a deep gut hook. 
Circle hooks usually 
catch a catfish in the 
corner of the mouth. 
Remember to resist the 
impulse to set the hook. 
Slowly tighten the line 
until the catfish hooks 
itself. 

Channel catfish are 
mainly bottom scaven¬ 
gers with a highly tuned 
sense of smell. Bait that 
stinks or bleeds works 
best. The low light peri¬ 
ods of dusk and dark 
and just before dawn are 
the best times to catch 
them in June. 

People have used 
just about anything that 
gives off scent to catch 
channel catfish. Bar 
soap, candy orange slic¬ 
es, offal left out in the 
sun, rancid cheese, fish 
guts and the innards of 
squirrels have all been 
impaled on a hook and 
cast for channels. 

However, just a few 


baits consistently catch 
channel catfish in res¬ 
ervoirs: cut pieces of 
shad or skipjack herring, 
nightcrawlers, chicken 
livers, shrimp and pre¬ 
pared commercial stink 
or dip baits. Cheap hot 
dogs soaked overnight 
in syrup made from 
unsweetened strawber¬ 
ry Kool-Aid combined 
with a couple table¬ 
spoons of minced garlic 
make really productive 
channel cat bait. 

Reservoirs across 
Kentucky hold excellent 
populations of channel 
catfish with good bank 
fishing. The big twins 
of west Kentucky, Ken¬ 
tucky Lake and Lake 
Barkley have arguably 
the best population of 
these fish in the state. 

“We used to catch 
many channel catfish 
from big boulder out¬ 
crops on Lake Barkley in 
June,” Buynak said. “We 
caught them on night- 
crawlers.” 

In addition to rocky 
banks and points, the 
softball-sized riprap 
rock used to armor the 
bank around marinas 


on both of these lakes 
holds June channel cat¬ 
fish. The riprap around 
bridge approaches also 
hold fish. 

The tailwater areas of 
both of these lakes have 
consistently productive 
channel catfishing with 
excellent bank access. 
Cut shad or skipjack her¬ 
ring fished on the riprap 
that armors the bank 
just below both dams 
produces channel cats 
nearly year round. 

Central Kentucky’s 
Taylorsville Lake has 
several excellent bank 
fishing spots for chan¬ 
nel catfish. Maj. Shane 
Carrier, assistant direc¬ 
tor of law enforcement 
for Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife, patrolled the 
lake for years as a con¬ 
servation officer. 

“The area around Van 
Buren Boat Ramp and 
Chowning Lane Boat 
Ramp are good June 
spots,” he said. “There 
is riprap around those 
ramps and rocky shore¬ 
lines as well and they 
catch a lot of fish.” He 
also recommends the 
ADA accessible fish¬ 
ing platform at Possum 
Ridge Boat Ramp for 
channel cats. 

Carrier said anglers 


catch many catfish 
from the face of the 
dam on Taylorsville. A 
parking lot and bath¬ 
room facilities await 
anglers there, but they 
must negotiate a steep 
hill. 

Barren River Lake 
in southern Kentucky 
holds an excellent popu¬ 
lation of large channel 
catfish. Anglers should 
target rocky shorelines 
with chicken livers, 
stink bait or straw¬ 
berry and garlic soaked 
hotdogs. Bank anglers 
may fish at Barren 
River State Resort Park, 
Quarry Road Recreation 
Area near the dam, the 
Tailwater Recreation 
Area just below the dam 
and at the Port Oliver 
Boat Ramp. Port Oliver 
has ADA accessible fish¬ 
ing structures and lot of 
bank fishing room. The 
Barren River Lake Wild¬ 
life Management Area 
in the Peter’s Creek Arm 
also has a fishing pier 


and bank fishing. 

Dewey Lake and 
Yatesville Lake in east 
Kentucky both have 
burgeoning populations 
of channel catfish. Tar¬ 
get flats near the chan¬ 
nel in the upper section 
of Dewey Lake. Jenny 
Wiley State Resort Park 
offers a wealth of bank 
fishing in this part of 
the lake. 

Yatesville Lake also 
holds impressive num¬ 
bers of channel catfish. 
The riprap lined banks 
near the Yatesville Lake 
State Park Marina hold 
June channel catfish as 
does the fishing jetty 
near the marina. 

Maj. Carrier reminds 
anglers they may not 
fish from ramps or their 
courtesy docks. 

Get out now and 
catch some channel cat¬ 
fish. They bite willingly 
all summer long and 
taste fantastic.
